Senator Harris’ Statement. 

The full statement made by Senator 
Harris is as follows: 

“I reached Atlanta this morning 
from Washington on my way home to 
cast my ballot next Tuesday in Cedar- 
town for senator, and to vote fur that 
brave confederate’ soldier; Major 
Charles E. McGregor, for state pension 
commissioner. 

“I have read with some amusement 
the bitter attack on me by Governor 
Hardwick in today’s papers. His cam- 
paign for senator must be in desper- 
ate straits, or he would not have is- 
sued such an intemperate interview, 
reflecting on my capacity as a public 
servant, and connecting me with others 
as attempting to dictate to the people 
of Georgia how they should vote in 
the primary next Tuesday. 

“I am simply exercising the right 
of every citizen to express his wishes 
at the ballot box, and if ever there 
was a time in the history of the state 
when men and women should 
their convictions, it is now. Every 
voter, whether a private citizen or 
holding a position of public trust, 
should do bis duty to our country and 
cast his tallot for those men whom 
he believes best suited to serve the 
rpeople.

COCA SOLA STOCK 
COMBINE FORMED 
TO HOLD CONTROL 


Thomas K. Glenn “An- 
nounces Arrangement to 
Keep Coca-Cola Control 
in Southern Owners’ 
Hands. 


Persistent efforts of powerful finan- 
cial interests in the east to gain con- 
trol. of the Coca-Cola company have 
made it necessary for southern inter- 
ests, representing more than 250,000 
of the 500,000 shares of the company’s 
stock, to form a holding company that 
the control of the internationally fa- 
mous soft drink concern be retained 
by southern shareholders, according to 
Lhomas K. Glenn, member of the or- 
ganizing committee, 

When the Coca-Cola company of 
Delaware was originally organized 
by the Trust Company of Georgia in 
1919, a majority of the stock was 
subscribed for by southern people, 
and two out of the three voting trus- 
tees were citizens of Atlanta, Mr. 
Glenn stated. 

Stock for Certificates. 

With the expiration of the present 
veting trust, little more than 18 
months hence, all stock of the Coca- 
Cola company now held by the voting 
trustees, W. C. Bradley, of Colum- 
brs; E. W. Stetson, of New York, 
ard E. Woodruff, of Atlanta, will be 
distributed to the-holders of voting 
trust «certificates. 

With no holding company in exist- 
ence to retain the majority of the com- 
mon stock shares, the stock distribu- 
tion among the holders of voting trust 
certificates would virtually mean the

Made Unconscious 


By Great Speed 


Covers 160-Mile Course at 
Average of 206 Miles 
Per Hour. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Mount Clemens, Mich., October 14. 
Unconscious at times due to the ter- 
rific speed, and during his conscious 
moments haunted by fears for the 
condition of his wife, who expects 
to become a mother, Lieutenant R. L. 
Maughan, an army aviator, flying an 
army Curtiss high-speed pursuit 
plane, won the Pulitzer trophy aerial 
race today. He traveled the 160- 
mile course at an average speed of 
206 miles an hour. 

The race, run in three flights sid 
replete with sensational accomplish- 
ments, resulted. in the smashing of 
world records for 50, 100 and 200- 
kilometer courses. 

Lieutenant L. J. Maitland, piloting 
a sister ship, was- second, but his 


honors in that respect were vvershad- 
owed by the terrific speed he attain- 


ed on one lap of 50 kilometers. He 
covered the distance at 216.1 miles 
an hour—faster than anyone ever 
flew in a race, 


Another Record. 

For the 100-kilometer course dur- 
ing the race he averaged 207.3 miles 
an hour, another world record. His 
pinne-is the one that made a world’s 
record 6f 220 miles an hour over a 
l-kilometer course at Garden City, 
Long Island. 

Seven fliers, twoX\of them United 
States navy entries, the remainder 
representatives of the army, shatter- 
ed the world’s records for 200 kilo- 
meters or more when they exceeded 
178.7 miles an hour, the mark estab> 
lished September 24, in France, by 
Kirsch. Pr:

Horror-stricken by the accounts of 
death and, suffering of helpless Chrts- 
tiaps, Mr. Owens has written his pa- 
rents from Brigue a lengthy account 
of his experiences with the stricken 
people in which he lauds the Japanese 
asthe only nation who came whole- 
heartedly to the rescue of the Smyrna} 
refugees. 


Plead-in Vain. 

He tells how the starving remnants | 
of Greek and Armenian Christians, | 
escaping butchery at the bands of! 
the wild troops of Kemal Pasha, 
herded at the waterfront of the biaz- 
ing city and vainly screamed and 
pleaded for succor to the allies’ war- 
ships at anchor in the harbor. 

He recounted the experience of a |

ean warship. The Turks, seeing this 
dash for liberty, fired upon them, 
apparently killing the wife, and 
wounding the husband.

SCIENTIFIC DETECTIVE TELLS 


PROBABLE STORY OF TRAGEDY 


Réconstructed by Free 


Note—Four weeks ago teday 
the dead bodies of Dr. Edward, W. 
Hall, pastor of the Church of St. 
John the Evangelist, at New 
Brunswick, N. J., and his choir 
leader, Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, 
were found lying under a crabap- 
ple tree at a lonely spot on the 
outskirts of New Brunswick. 

For four weeks authorities of 
two counties have vainly seught 
the person er persons who shot 
the rector and the singer. The 
nation has watched the investiga- 
gation and wond-ved at the delay 
and apparent inconsistencies in 
the investigation. 

Early this week Clifford Hayes. 
a youth of New Brunswick. was 
arrested on the “confession” of a 
companion, Raymond Schneider. 
Four days later. Schneider re- 
canted his “confession,” and 
Hayes was released. ”* 

Immediately after the collapse 
of the state’s case against Hayes 
the United Press sent Dr. E. &. 
Free, a leading scientific investi- 
yator, to New Brunswick. For 
years Dr. Free has given his at- 
tention to the solution of baffling 
mysteries, He has won numer- 
ous contributions of the sciefitific 
basis for the unraveling of crime 
and is the author of “The Detec- 
tive’s Laboratory,” a series of ar- 
ticles dealing with the manner in 
which the scientifie detective 
builds up his case from the frag- 
mentary evidence at hand. 

He found his investigation 
blocked on every hand by the 
failure to gather evidence at the 
time the bodies were founu. 
Many important factors in the 
case were found fo be hoyeless- 
ly lost. «

Probable Facts. 

Yet there are some facts discover- 
able from the circumstances or from 
the record8 which have been made 
public, and there are certain deduc- 
tions which one can make; rather 
tentative, it is true, but with consid- 
erhble probability of being right. 

For instance, the- medical evidence 
as reported in the newspapers and 
the testimony of eye-witnesses of the 
finding of thé bodies whom I inter- 
viewed indicate that Mrs. Mills was 
shot first and that her throat was 
cut afterward. 7 

The first shet, of course, must have 
been the center one of the three 
which pierced her head. It is sig- 
nificant also that this shot penetrat- 
‘ed nearly straight, according to pub- 
lished reports, through the head of 
the victim as though the murderer’s 
pistol were approximately on this 
same level. 

Shot Suddenly. 

The shot through Dr. Hall’s head 
took a more downward course. From 
these facts we may venture certain de- 
ductions. One is that Mrs. Mills was. 
probably shot first. The exact cen- 
tering of the shot in the middle of the 
forehead implies~that she was shot 
suddenly, before she had time to turn 
aud run. 

The more downward direction of 
the bullet hole in Dr. Hall’s head 
implies that he started’ toward the 
murderer with his head slightly low- 
ered, the normal position in attack, 


and was shot while advanving. He 
probably died in attempting to cap- 
ture the murderer 0 
himself and Mrs. Mills from further 
attack, 

There is no record of any appear- 
arce of powder Surns around any of 
bthe wounds. This means that 
shots were fired from a distance of 
at least some feet and we may con- 
clude in turn that the murderer was 
familiar with the use of an automatic

This idea of vindicativeness toward 
the female victim is greatly strengthen- 
ed by the slashed throat. The medical 
evidence taken at the two examinations 
of the bodies indicated that death was 
caused by the bullet wounds and that 
the throat was cut afterward. 

The bleeding had been small nd, ac- 
cording to what can be learned, there 
was no evidence of the spurting jets 
of arterial blood which would have 
come from the severed arteries of a 
still living victim. 

One cannot imagine, therefore, any 
reason for cutting the throat except a 
vindicative desire to injure and multi- 
late the body of a victim hated even 
in death. naif 


| 


Important Feature. 

This fact, taken together with the 
entire absen f any evidence of vin- 
dicativeness toward D. Hall, seems to 
me a very important feature of the 
case and one which has ‘had less at- 
tention than it deserves. 

There ‘are some other interesting 
things about this cut throat. I am told, 
necessarily, of course I do not speak 
from first hand evidence, that the 
throat was severed clean across by one 
eut, with only one slight, sidewise slip- 
page of the knifs. The cut extended 
clear through to the vertebrae, all of 
the anterio® tendons as well as the 
blopd vessels being severed. 

This means a long knife and a very 
sharp one, and some one who had both 
the skill and strength to use it. 

It is by no means a simple matter 
to cut a throat. Neither the ordinary 
person nor the ordinary pocket-knife 
would be competent for it except after 
at least several] partial cuts. These cir- 
cumstances, too, do not seem ‘to have 
hfd—if I may judge from published 
statements—the attention which they 
deserve. at 
Only Circumstantisl. 

Let me stop right here for a word 
of caution. All this is based upon cir- 
cumstantial evidence only, and some of 
it upon second-hand evidence. I real- 
ize better than any one else what an 
uncertain basis this is. But it is the 
best that be done with the existing 
lack of ini Mmation, the time when in- 
formation Id have been got having

Admitting then the uncertainty of 
our evidence, how far can we go in re- 
constructing the crime?

likely, I think, to be what actually oc- 
curred. 

| Dr. Hall and Mrs. Mills were some- 
Where together. We don’t know here 
or why. To them came murder. He or 
she came either in concealment or as 
a friend. Suddenly, without warning, 
the assailant shot Mrs. Mills through 
the forehead. Dr. Hall jumped to de- 
fense and was immediately shot in his 
turn, still in his forward-leaning posi- 
tion of attack. . 

He fell face downward, his hands 
under him, making perhaps those 
scratches and bruises on the hands 
which were noted at the inquest. 

Rage Unsatisfied. 

Both victims were “déad or dying, 
but the murderer’s rage toward Mrs. 
Mills was unsatisfied. It took two 
more shots and a severed throat to 
satisfy this rage. 

And after’all of this both victims 
were carried to the place where ‘he 
bodies were found. For it is incon- 
ceivable to me,,if the published desarip- 
tions of the tihding were at all accu- 
rate, that the murder could have been 
committed where the bodies were dis- 
covered. 

Recall the way in which they were 
found—they lay side by side, face up- 
ward, arms and legs composed in™s 
normal position of rest. Each face was 
covered. At the feet of Dr. Hall as a 
bizarre touch stood his visiting card, 
propped up with a bit of rock. 

Scene Was Staged. 

This scene was staged. Some one 
placed the bodies in this way. The 
chance of having fallen so, either from 
suicide or murder, is so small that it 
would be quite outside the realm of

Held in Seclusion. 

Since the discovery of the bodies, 
four weeks ago today, Mrs. Hall has 
remained in virtual seclusion in the 
old Stevens home on Nichols avenue. 
She was first informed of the murder 
by the authorities on Saturday after- 
noon. On Sunday she was questioned 
by the prosecetor, and again the fol- 
lowing week, after witnesses had told 
of a shadowy female figure flitting 
across the Stevens’ lawn in the small 
hours of Friday morning. 

After satisfying the authorities as 
to her movements on the night of the 
crime, Mrs. Hall: retired to the soli- 
tude of her home, where she denied 
herself to everyone save her brother, 
Willie Stevens, volunteer fireman; 
Sally Peters, a friend, who is in poli- 
tics in New York city, and a few close 
friends. She refused to see reporters. 
She would not leave her -home even 
to call upon Charlotte Mills, mother- 
less victim of the tragedy, who had 
been in her Sunday school Class, and 
who was receiving the sympathy of 
the entire community because of her 
particularly sorrowful bereavement. 
Her one act in recognition of Mrs. 
Mills’ part in the tragedy was to pro- 
vide an appropriate coffin for the 
murdered woman, 

Story of Couple. 

From an official of Middlesex coun- 
ty the following, concerning Mrs. 
Hall’s relations with her husband, was 
learned : , 

1, The Stevens family and the 
Carpenter family to which Mrs. Hall 
belonged before her first marriage, 
were “old line” pillars of New Bruns- 
wick society. They formed the nu- 
cleus of a little clique which repre- 
sented the highest strata of local cul- 
ture. They even had their own 
church, St. John the Evangelist, a 
emall, vine-covered building on George 
street, 

2. To this church, through the ef- 
furts of the Stevens family, was 
brought the Rev. Dr. Edward 
Wheeler Hall. A man of 45 at that 
time, he was 11 years younger than’ 
Birs. Stevens, It was arranged, how- 
ever, that they should marry. The 
preacher was described by the au- 
thority who knew him at the time 
of the wedding as a mild-mannered, 
somewhat vascillating, soft-spoken, 
rvther corpulent man, a great favorite

The decision marked a victory for 
the public group of the board which 
proposed the two cent increase, The 
maintenance of ‘way officers in pre- 
senting their case had demanded a 
virtual minimum wage of 47 cents an 
hour.

ECONOMIC STATUS 
OF LANDS ABROAD 


Interesting View of Eu- 
ropean Financial and So- 
cial Conditions Outlined 
by Senator. 


Washington, October 14.—(Special.) 
A comprehensive view of conditions, 
financial and social, in European coun- 
tries most affected by the world war 
has been given out by United States 
Senator William J. Harris, who re- 
cently returned from overseas, 

The senator takes up each of the 
countries he visited and discusses 
economic problems confronting them 
in a lucid and interesting manner. 
He declares that he is ualterably op- 
posed to cancellation of war debts in 
view of the fact that such a step 
might promote a new spirit of mili- 
tarism at a time when the entire 
world is impressed with the gravity 
and responsibility of such a course. 

“As one of the American delegates 
to the Inter-Parliamentary union con- 
ference at Vienna, Austria, 1 attended 
the sessions. Our delegation was com- 
posed of five senators and five mem- 
bers of the. house. The union has 
for its sole purpose the settling of dif- 
ferences between countriés by arbi- 
tration and doing away with war. It 
began as the idea of an humble -la- 
boring man in England more than 30 
years ago, and he was elected to par- 
liament on that issue.

British Helped 
Pass Naval Law. 


In the n.eantime the English, 60,7 
helped—though quite unconsciously— 
toward bettering the naval law's 
chance of being passed. The Boer 
war had broken out, and had aroused 
among the German people much sym- 
pathy for the little country and much 
indignation on account of England's 


violent assault upon it. Therenpon

“The conviction gradually dawn- 
ed that Fisher and his shipbuilders 
had counted absolutely on the belief 
that Germany would not be able to 
build any big fighting ships. There- 
fore the disappointment was all the 
greater. Why such an assumption 
was made is beyond comprehension, 
since, even at that time, German 
shipbuilders had already built’ the 
great ocean greyhounds, far surpass- 
ing our warships of the line in ton- 
nage, which had occasioned painfully 
noticeable competition to the English 
steamship lines. Our big fighting 
ships, despite their small numbee. 
showed themselves, at the Skagerrnk 
(Jutland) battle, not only equal to 
their English opponents but sunericr 
to them both in seaworthiness and in 
standing up under gunfire. 


Impatient for 
U-Boats. 


The building of U-boats, unfortu- 
nately, could not be pushed forward 
before the war to an extent com- 
mensurate with my desires. On the 
one hand, it was necessary not to 
overburden the naval budget during 
the carrying out of the naval law; 
moreover, most important of all, it 
Was necessary to collect further data 
from experiments. 

Tirpitz believed that the types with 
which other nations were experiment- 
ing were too small and fit only for 
coast defense; that Germany must 
build - “seagoing” submarines capable 
of navigating in the open sea; that 
this necessitated a larger type—which, 
however, must first be systematically 


developed. This took a long time and 
required careful experiments’ with 
models. 


The result was that, at first,in 1914, 
there were only a small number of sea- 


the available submarines had not the 
chancellor been so concerned lest Eng- 
land be provoked thereby. 

The number and efficiency of the 
submarines rose rapidly in the course 
of the war; in considering numbers, 
however, one must always remember 
that in wartime, U-boats are to be 


total in active service, one-third on 
the out-vard or return. journey, one- 
third undergoing repairs. The achieve- 
ments of the U-boats aroused the ad- 
miration of the entire world and won 
the ardent gratitude of the fatherland. 

Admiral von Tirpitz’s tremendous 
success in creating the commercial 
colony of Tsing-tao must never be for- 
gotten. Here he gave proof once more 
of his brilliant talent for administra- 
tion and organization in all directions, 
Those talents of his created, out of a 

lace that was previously almost un. 
caowk and entirely without import- 
ance, a commercial center which, 
within a few years, showed a turnover 
of between fifty and sixty millions. 

The dealings with reichstag mem- 
bers, the press and big industrial and 
world-commercial -elements gradually 
increased the admiral’s interest in po- 
litical matters, particularly in foreign 
affairs, which were always bound up 
with the utilization of ships. The clear 
world-vision acquired by him as a 
traveled sailor, well-acquainted with 
foreign parts, qualified Tirpitz to 
make quick decisions, which his fiery 
temperament wished to see translated 
promptly into action, 

The opposition and slowness of of- 
ficialdom irritated him greatly. A 
certain tendency to distrust, perhaps 
strengthened by many an experience. 
often misled him to harbor suspicion— 
sometimes justified, sometimes not— 
against individuals. This caused a 
strong tinge of reserve in Tirpitz’s 
character and “hampered the joyful 
workings of the heart” in others. He 
was also capable of bringing to bear 
new views on a matter with great de- 
cision, when, after renewed reflection 
or study of new facts, he had altered 
his previous view. This made working 
with him not always exactly agreea- 
ble ot easy. The tremendous results 
of his achievements, of which he was 


justly proud, gave him a consciousness 
of the power of his personality, which 
sometimes mado itself apparent even 
to his friends. 

During ‘the war Tirpitz’s tendency 
to. mix in politics got the upper hand 
with him so much that it eventually 


‘Jed to differences of opinion which fi- 


rially caused his retirement, since von 
Bethmann, the imperial chancellor, de- 
manded the dismissal of the admiral- 
in-chief with the observation that, the 
imperial secretaries of state were his 
subordinates and that the political 
policy must be conducted by himself 
alone, . 

It was with a heavy heart that I 
‘acquiesced in the departure of the 
energetic, strong-willed man, who nad 
carried out my plans with genius and 
who was indefatigable as a co-worker. 
Tirpitz may always rest assured of my 
imperial gratitude. If only this source 


of strength might stand soon again by 
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reckoned as follows: One-third of the |

The Outbreak 
Of War. 


After the arrival of the news of 
the assassination of my friend, the 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand, I gave 
up going to Kiel for the regatta week 
and went back home, since I intended 
to go to Vienna for his funeral. But 
I was asked from there to give up 
this plan. Later I heard that one of 
the reasons for this was considera- 
tion for my personal safety; to this I 
"Ftd would have paid no atten-, 
ion, 


Greatly worried on account of the 

rn which matters might now take, 
I decided to give up my intended jour- 
ney to Norway and remain at home. 
The impetial chancellor and the for- 
eign office held a view contrary to 
mine and wished me to undertake the 
journey, as they considered that it 
would have a quieting effect on all 
Europe. For a long time I argued 
against going away from my country 
at a time when the future was so un-+ 
settled, but Imperial Chancellor von 
Bethmann told me, in short and con- 
cise terms, that if I were now to give 
up my travel plans, which weré al- 
ready widely known, this would make 
the situation appear more serious 
than it had been up to that moment, 
and possibly lead to the outbreak of 


war, for which I might be held re- 


sponsible; that the whole world was 
merély waiting to be put out of sus- 
pense by the news that I, in spite of 
the situation, had quietly gone on my 
trip. 

Thereupon I consulted the chief o 
the general staff, and when he also 
proved to be calm and unworriéed re- 
garding the state of affairs and him- 
self asked for a summer leave of ab- 
sence to go to Carlsbad, I decided, 
though with a heavy. heart, upon my 
departure. 

The much-discussed so-called Pots- 
dam crown council of July 5 in realty 
never took place. It is an invention 
of malevolent persons. Naturally, 
before my departure, I received, as 
was my custom, some of the minis- 
ters individually, in order to hear 
from them reports concerning their 
departments. Neither was there any 
ccuncil of ministers and there was 
ne talk about war preparations at 
a single one of the conferences. 

My fleet was cruising in the Nor- 
wegian fjords, as usual, while I was 
on my summer vacation trip. Dur- 
ing my stay at Balholm I received’ 
only meagre news from the foreign 
office and was oblige@ to rely prin- 
cipally on the Norweigian newspapers 


— 


the situation was growing worse. 
telegraphed repeatedly to the chan- 
cellor and the foreign office that I 
eonsidered it advisable to return 
home, but was asked each time not 
tv interrupt my journey. 

‘When I learned that the English 
fleet had not dispersed after the re- 
view at Spithead, but had remained 
concentrated, I telegraphed again to 


‘Berlin that I considered my return 


necessary. opinion was not 
shared there. 

But, when, after that, I learned 
from the Norweigian newspapers— 
not from Berlin—about the Austrian 
ultimatum to Serbia, and, imme- 
u.ately thereafter, about the Serbian 
note to Austria, 1 started without 
further ado upon my return journey 
and commanded the fleet to repair 
to Wilhelmshaven. Upon my de- 
parture [ learned from a Norweigian 
source that it was said that apart 
of the English fleet had left secretly 
for Norway in order to capture me 
(though peace still reigned!) © It is 
significant that Sir Edward Goschen, 


Was Not Foreseen. 

‘* Upon my ‘arrival at Potsfam 1 
found the chancellor and tne foreign 
office in eonflict with the chief of 
jthe genera! staff. since General von 
Moltke was of the opinion that war 


‘| was sure to break out, whereas the 


other two stuck firmly to their view 
that things would not get to such a 
bad paas, that there would be some 
way of avoiding war, provided I did 
not order mobilization. This dispute 
kept up steadily. Not until General 
von Moltke announced that the Rus- 
sians had sect fire to their frontier 
posts, torn up the frontier railway 
tracks and posted red mobilization 
notices did a light break upon the 
diplomats in the Wilhelmstrasse and 
bring about both their own collapse 
and that of their powers of resist- 
ence. They had not wished to believe 
in the war. 

This shows plainly how little we 
had expected—mueh less, prepared— 
war in July, 1914. When, in the 
spring of 1914, Czar Nicholas II, 
was questioned by his court marshal 
as to his spring and summer plans, 
he replied: “Je resteral chez moi cette 
annee parceque nous aurons la 
guerre.” (1 shall stay at home this 
year because we shall have war.) 
at or fact, it is said, was reported to 
mperial Chancellor von Bethmann; 
I heard nothing about it then and 
learned about it for the first time 
in November, 1918.) This was the 
same czar who gave me, on (two sep- 
arate occasions—at Bjorko and Bal- 
tisch-Port—entirely without being 
pressed by me and in a way that sur- 
prised me, his word of honor as 4@ sov- 
ereign, to which he added weight by 
a ciasp of the hand and an embrace, 
that he would never dtaw his sword

Probable Origin of Rosary. 


It is not at all likely, I think, that 
the use of prayér-beads originated in 
Arabia or Egypt. It is to India that 
we’ must go for the home of this reli- 
gious device—India, “the mother of 
religions,” the“land where the gods 
outnumber the people and where the 
people carry their zeal to the point of 
intoxication. There is convincing evi- 
dence that the rosary existed in In- 
dia long before it appeared in other 
parts of the world. At some remote 
period, when the Vedas were still in 
vogue, the circlet -of jewels or beads 
arose as a means of promoting medi- 
tation and _ registering meritorious 
acts. It may be seen in multifarious 
coils about the necks of the gurus of 
today. 

Starting from India, we may clear- 
ly trace the spread of the rosary to 
the Buddhists of Ceylon, Burma and 
Siam, known as the Southern school, 
and especially to ‘Pibet, where in 
Lamaism the faith of Gaut&ma reac!)- 
el its lowest level, and whence thie 
rosary, along with. other customs, 
spread to China, Korea and Japan. 

The Mahommedans may easily have 
taken over the rosary through the'r 
contacts with India, or else, as seems

The letter received by Mr. and Mrs.

would give them ‘all French passports.

Presbyterian Synod | 


Upholds Conviction 
Of Reverend Irwin 


Tulsa, Okla., October 14.—The con- 
viction of the Rev. Thomas J. Irwin, 
of Lawton, on charges of conduct un- 


becoming a minister, and his indefinite 
suspension from the ministry, was 
upheld today by the judicial commis- 
sion of the Presbyterian synod of Ok- 
lahoma after a review of the findings 
of the El Reno presbytery before which 
Mr. Irwin was recently tried. 

Counsel for the suspended minister 
gave notice that the case would be ap- 
pealed to the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church which meets next 
May in Indianapolis. : 

‘The judicial commission is of the 
opinion, and so holds, that the judg- 
ment passed by the El Reno presby- 
tery is not more severe than the facts 
on which the commission confirms the 
El Reno presbytery justified, and we 
affirm the judgment, that is that the 
Rev. Irwin is indefinitely suspended,” 
George C. Abernathy, of Shawnee, 
moderator of the synodical commission, 
said. 

Bathing Pool Wedding. 

The Rev. Irwin was convicted by 
the El Reno presbytery on three 
counts. He was found guilty of hav- 
ing brought disrepute on the church 
by marrying a couple in a bathing 0 
at a summer resort near Lawton. The 
bride and groom and the minister wore 
bathing suits. The other charges were 
that he swore to a false affidavit 
to obtain an injunction in district 
court to prevent members of hig con- 
gregation in Lawton from interfering 
with his conduct of the affairs of the 
church. and that he had disciplined 
members of the congregation without 
due process. ste 

Mr. Irwin faces trial in district 
court at Lawton on a charge of arson 
in connection with an alleged incen- 
diarv fire at his former church. ; 

The fire occurred while he was still 
pastor. It was claimed the minister 
fired his church to gain sympathy in 
the bitter fight he was waging with 
one section of his congregation. Mr. 
Irwin charges that his enemies set 
fire to the church. 

Alleged Attacks. 

The minister was found outside Law- 
ton on two occasions this summer suf- 
fering from attacks he attributed to 
men who, he charged, were trying to 
drive him out of Lawton. The county 
attorney, after .an_ investigation, de- 
clared evidence gathered by him iffdi- 
cated that the abductions were 
“framed by the minister himself.

Rumanian Rulers 
Will Be Crowned 
In Coming Week 


Bucharest, October 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—-The much post- 
poned cofonation of King Ferdinand 
and Queen ‘Marie will be held next 
week. The cereinonies are expected to 
provide the most elaborate festival m 
the history of Rumania, with an esti- 
mated total public and private expendi- 
ture of 30,000,000 francs. - 

‘The pregram will begin on Sunday 
with the arrival of the royal family at 
Albajulia, in the heart of Transylva- 
nia, where the actual coronation will 
take place. 

It is a village of only 6,000 inhabi- 
tants but for the next two days will 
be the object of a pilgrimage by fully 
200,000 loyal subjects. 

Upon their arrival the sovereigns 
will be received by the premier and 
other members of the government. and 
will be driven in gaily decorated car- 
riages with a military escort to the 
cathedral, where high church digni- 
taries will celebrate solemn mass «and 
the coronation will take place in the 
presence of the delegations from other 
countries. 

After the cathedral ceremony the 
heralds at arms will read the king's 
proclamation and a state luncheon will 
be held. This is to be followed by a 
military review, the day ending with 
the depature of the party for Bucha- 
rest. 

F'rom the railway station the royal 
procession will pass under a massive 
arch of triumph which has been eree- 
ted over the Chause, the famous drive- 
way which traverses Kisilev park. At 
this point the municipal council will 
offer the king the traditional bread 
and salt. The procession: then will 
move on to the metropolitan church 
for divine service. 

The program provides for a grea, 
pageant in the afternoon, illustrating 
the various phases in the conutry’s his- 
tory, and in the evening a state din- 
ner and reception to the foreign mis- 
sions and the diplomatic corps. ‘fhe 
United States will be represented by 
the American minister, Peter Augustus 
Jay. \

J. W. Jenkins, who drew the plans 
and specifications for the new struc- 
ture, gave out the informat‘on Sat- 
urday that the work of wrecking the 
old synagogue d other old land- 
marks that stood on the site has been 
completed by his force, and the work 
of preparing the ground for the foun- 
dations of the new building is well 
under way.

country. The population in the ter- 
ritory taken from Germany and 
Austria do not have the same feel- 
ing against France, and they are op- 
wosed to further war. That senti- 
ment is found mainly in Czecho- 
Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia and Poland. 

“When in Germany the conditions 
of the people makes one sympathize 
with those who are suffering, those 
who are responsible for the war, but 
one goes to France, as I did just aft- 
er the armistice, and sees villages, 
towns and small cities wholly de- 
stroyed by the Germans, it causes 
sympathy for the French and one 
can understand the hatred for the 
Germans. They have every reason 
to feel bitter. 

“Added to this feeling against the 
Germans is the fact that the French 
government after the war appointed 
a commission to ascerftin the dam- 
ages, and the government issued 
bonds to furnish monéy to the French 
people for rebuilding their homes. The 
French expected to get the money 
from Germany through reparations 
and they have been disappointed in 
the amount Germany had paid. The 
trouble in France is that her hatred 
for Germany is so great that they 
are not willing for Germany to get 
on her feet economically so France 
can be paid. Germany cannot abe 
kept flat of her back and still work 
to pay France and others what she 
should. 

“The British have taken the other 
viewpoint, thinking that Germany 
should be allowed to prosper so the 
nations could collect their war repar- 
ations. This view has brought about 
intense feeling of the French 
against the British. If England had 
been willing to have joined France 
in the enforcement of reparation de- 
mands there is no doubt that France 
would have sent an army into the 
heart of Germany during the past 
year. France has not forgotten and 
never will forget that the German 
every 
franc was paid for the indémnity of | 
the war of 1870. 


Homes Rebuilt. 
“I traveled in automobiles over 


several hundred miles of Franee, much 
of which I had seen just after the 
war. The money which the French 
people borrowed from their govern- 
ment has enabled them to rebuild 
their homes with modern houses ap- 
parently better than those destroyed. 
Those property owners who have not 
been able to get loans are naturally 
dissatisfied. The rebuilding of the 
French homes has given  employ- 
ment to the working people of 
France, and there is not so much un- 
employment as in England where the 
government appropriates money and 
gives assistance to help the unem- 
ployed to live, and prevent starva- 
tion. 

“While on this trip I investigated 
the cotton situation and visited sev- 
eral places where the cotton mills are 
dependent on our cotton. There is a 
great demand for cotton in all parts 
of Europe, and never before has there 
been sueh a shortage of cotton and 
cotton goods as at present.. If Ger- 
many and the other countries were in 
a good financial condition today they 
would be in the market for more cot- 
ton than we could spare and the price 
would go above 30 cents a pound, in 
my judgment. As their condition im- 
proves, they will have greater ability 
to pay for cotton. As the south ex- 
ports more than half of her cotton she 
should be greatly interested in seeing 
that Europe gets on her feet as soon 
as possible, 

“President Wilso. was severely 
criticized in Europe, just as he was 
in the northern and western part of 
the United States, because he did not 
fix the price of cotton, as he did the 
price of whegt, during the war. and 
just after the war, at a price of about 
15 cents a pound. The European cot- 
ton mill owners, like those of New 
England, wanted to buy cotton fro 
the southern farmer at low prices 
while they sold the . manufactured 
goods at high prices. -T shall always 
be glad that I urged President Wilson 
against fixing the price of cotton 
which later sold ‘or 47 cents a pound, 
instead of 15. 

“A large part of old Bohemia com- 
prises Czecho-Slovakia. Austria kept 
unwillingly until the war that old sec- 
tion of Bohemia. The Ozechs were 
a great help to the allies in Russia 
as they deserted the Austrian forces 
in large numbers and many joined the 
allies. For a short time the president 
of Czecho-Slovakia was a professor 
in Chicago, and he is not an entire 
stranger to the United States. I was 
greatly pleased with him. His daugb- 
tér was kept in a German prison a 
long while, which caused a complete 
breakdown of her mother in body and 
mind, and from, which she has néver 
recovered.

They started the Bol- 
shevik movement in Hungary by tell- 
ing the laboring people that all of the 
property belonged to them, and they 
took it over. They soon discovered 
that the man who didn’t work fared 
just as well as the man who did, which 
encouraged idleness and want on all 
sides. 

“Jugo-Slavia is formed mainly out 
of old Setbia, where the war started 
because a young Serbian student kill- 
ed the Austrian crown prince and 
princess. In one of the great drives 
of the war by the Germans and Aus- 
trians the Serbians were driven out of 
their country and virtually into the 
sea. Sixty per cent of the Serbian 
army was destroyed in that retreat.

Washingtoh, October 14.—An ex- 
haustive investigation over a period 
vf several years by <the medical 
schools of Harvard, the University 
of California and Stanford university 
in cooperation with the United States 
publie health service has determined 
that the food poisoning known as bo- 
tulism may be avoided by the proper 
amount of heating, it was announced 
today by the National Canners’ as- 
sociation, at whose request the in- 
vestigation wag made. 

A report to the board of directors 
of the association in Washington de- 
clared that the research has proved 
“that all canneds foods, whether pre- 
pared at home or in a large factory, 
are safe if heated for the time that 
has been scientifically determined.”

Must Use Heat. 


The only means of. sterilizing 
canned food is by heat,” it was 
added. “After the can is sealed for 
proper application of leat destroys 
the bacteria that grow on all fresh 
food. In order to make canned food 
safe, it was necessary to learn the 
exact amount of heat necessary to 
kill botulinus .in every kind Of food. 
The influence of heat was studied 
under all possible conditions, In se- 
curing data from which conclusions 
were drawn, something like ~ 100,000 
specimens were heated and studied in 
detail. 

“Sausages were formerly supposed 
to be the chief source of botulism, but 
it is now known that. botulinus exists 
everywhere in nature and that its 
natural home is in the soil. Over 
2,000 samples of soils and agri- 
cultural products such as hay, husks, 
leaves and discardéd material from 
fruits and vegetables from different 
parts of the United States were ex- 
amined. A large number of samples 
were also examined from Alaska. 
Hawaii, Canada, Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark, England, Switzerland and 
China. 

In All Soils. 

“It is found in the greatest abun- 
dance in soil that has never been 
cultivated, especially at high 
tudes. The organism becomes less 
abundant as soil is cultivated and is 
found to the least extent in soils that 
have been subject to intensive cultiva- 
tion. Even in older cultivated re- 
gions, however, botulinus has not dis- 
appeared from the soil.” 

From time’ toxtime assertions have 
been made as to the prevalence of 
botulism, but using figures supplied 
by the California investigating au- 
thorities, the botulinus report de- 
cjares: 

“During 1920 there were more than 
97,000 deaths from tuberculosis irf the 
United States, more than 3,000 from 
dysentery, over 1,700 caused by acci-

Relatively Small. 

“If we accept for the sake of argu- 
ment and without qualification the 
statement that 20 outbreaks of botul- 
ism have been caused in the United 


States by commercially canned foods 
(an averag& of less than three out- 
breaks per year) the number is still 
relatively small in comparison with 
the total pack. We should bear in 
mind that during t years the an- 
nual total pack of canned foods of 
the United States has been not far 
from 4,000,000,000 cans. There has 
therefore been Jess than one outbreak 
of botulism ascribed to commercially 
canned foods for every billion cans 
that have been 605 ge since botulism 
has been recogn zed as a disease that 
went possibly be caused by canned 
oods.

Stock Offered. 


On Monday morning of this week

Home Life in Samoa. 


(From Asia.) 

The life of a Samoan woman is 
pleasant. She is neither overworked 
nor savagely treated. From her ear- 
liest childhood she is trained in the 
intricacies of the “siva-siva,” and all 
her life the dance is a source of 
pleasure to her. Samoan women will 
always dance for you if you ask them, 
and they show by their ‘smiles and 
scngs how much they delight in 
granting the request. In their girl- 
hood they deck themselves with flow- 
ers and farlands of leaves and are 
fond of coquetry but, unlike their 
Polynesian sisters of the Marquesas 
and Society Islands, they are chaste. 

Before the coming of the Americans 
with the new medical theories, the 
life of an infant was doubtful, and 
even now the old customs are carried 
out in some villages, it is said. The 
new-born infant was laid on its back, 
and three flat stones were placed 
around the head. To make the baby 
beautiful, the family thought it neces- 
sary to flatten the forehead and nose. 
Nothing is uglier, they feel, than our 
hideous, pointed “canoe-noses.” «The 
baby was fed with filtered coconut- 
juice for three days, while a “wise- 
woman” tested the mother’s. milk. 
Often the child died. The birth of a 
child is the occasion for a feast. The 
father’s man friends bring presents 
which they give to the mother’s 
woman friends, and vice versa. 

Children are carefully trained. The 
mother takes charge of the daughters, 
and the father the sons. The Ameri- 
cans have established schools, and 
many of the younger generation now 
speak English. Both girls a boys 
are anxious to be recognized as wom- 
en and men. A girl becomes a wom- 
an at marriage; a boy, when tattooed. 
This custom is usually observed when 
the Jad is sixteen. It is a severe 
eperation. The boy does not face 
it alone. He gathers a half dozen 
friends of like age, and all go to- 
gether to the tattooer who, like the 
house-builder, is a member of a very 
select profession. The tattooer takes 
his needle, made of human bone, 
dips it into a composition of candle- 
nut, ashes and water,sputs it against 
the skin and raps the point in with 
blows from a mallet. hen the boy 
can no longer stand the pain, another 
takes his place. The process requires 
about two months. At the end of that 


1 time, the boy is tattooed from waist 


to knee.

Washington, October 14.—Now that the Near Eastern question has 
passed to the stage of negotiation and the immediate dangers of conflict 
have been happily eliminated, it is ‘possible to consider in some detail 
what will be the detinite changes which will follow. 

To take the case of Greece first, it is plain that Greece will lose all 
her possessions on the mainland of Asia Minor. In point of fact, these 


are already gone. 


In addition, the great powers have already assured 


Turkey that they will be responsible for the evacuation of eastern Thrace 
by the Greeks up to the west bank of the Maritza river within thirty days 


from the Mudania conference. 


In Asia Minor Greece occupied, under the Smyrna mandate, the old 
territory of lonia, and she had in the course of military operations last 
year pushed out to the Bagdad railway, occupying the region south of 


the straits and constituting the hinterland of Smyrna. 


This territory was,

That th. dream of expansion 1n 
Asia Minor will wholly disappear or 
the aspiration to revive in Constanti- 
nople the old Byzantine legend die 
avtomatically, is too much to believe. 
Put, on the other hand, recognizing 
the justice of many of the Greek 
claims, it nevertheless seems to me 
that in the present world situation, 
it would be a misfortune for a small 
ecuntry like Greece to undertake so 
dangerous a role as that of occupy- 
ing Constantinople. 

Recent events have shown that that 
ancient city remains an apple of dis- 
cord in the world. To Anglo-French 
rivalries and Italian ambitions there 
must be added Russian, if and when 
Russia resumes her place as a great 
power. In addition, if Bulgaria is 
for the moment negligible, yet in the 
future Greece would have to count 
upon a new Bulgar attack. In her 
hundred years of freedom Greece has 
made long steps toward the revitaliz- 
ing of her oldest traditions. She has 
Athens and Salonika. Half of the 
10,000,000 Greeks in the world are 
now gathered under their own flag, 
and if she has:lost Smyrna, she has 
held and lost it many ‘times since the 
Persian wars. 

Venizelos is one of the few great 
statesmen of the moment. The only 
other public man in the field of for- 
eign affairs who can fairly be com- 
pared to him is Benes of Czechoslo- 
vakia. He took Greece after the 
fiasco of the Turkish war of the 
closing years of the last century and 
made possible the acquisition of Sa- 
lonika and Janina. In turning from 
the Cretan statesman to the Danish 
king. Greece made one of the great- 
est blunders in all history in turn- 
ing back to Venizelos’ she has

Dunkirk in 
France, for example, was razed and 
abolished in various treaties pctveen 
France and England. But you will

Actually the Turk is going to regaiu 
control of the straits, because ao one 
is prepared to fight to prevent him 
from occupying the shores. And hav- 
ing occupied the shores he wili pres- 
ently find a way to fortify und if 
any one objects, they can have re- 
course to arms, just as they can now. 

For the moment French pvlicy i» 
in the ascendancy in Constantinopre 
and the French would obviously pre 
fer that the Turk should contro: the 
straits by fortifications, rather than 
that, the fortifications having been 
eliminated, the contro] should be vest. 
ed in the British fleet, for it would 
patently lie with the country having 
sea supremacy. The Italian senti- 
ment is exactly the same. 

The real battle henceforth will not 
be to prevent the Turk from forti- 
fying the straits, but to exercise pre- 
dominant influence over the Turk 
and thus over the straits. British 
policy followed this line from the 
Napoleonic wars down to the closing 
years of the last century. Then the 
German replaced. the Briton. New 
the Frenchman has temporarily re- 
placed the German. But in any bat- 
tle with Britain to hold. Turkish fa- 
vor the Frenchman is severely handi- 
capped by his naval inferiority. 

To suppose that the Turk, now that 
he is back, will change his character 
is to make a familiar but inexcusable 
error. The ‘Turk can fight, but he 
can not govern. ‘Turkey is worse off 
today than ever in her history Vast 
numbers of her population have been 
destroyed by eleven years of continu- 
ous fighting; other masses have been 
exterminated or have fled to escape 
extermination. She will be the sick 
man, just the same, and onec more 
the struggle for the estate is going to 
be one of the chief battles of the 
great powers. 


No Action 
Possible for U. S. 


In recent da¥s the American press 
has been filled with demands that 
the United States take some action in 
the Turkish matter, but what action 
could we take? Our regular army has 
been reduced to the point where we 
could bardly muster an army division 
for foreign service. It would be nec- 
essary to resort to conscription to ob 
tain an army to enforce any demands 
which we might make. And precisely 
what demands would we make? 

If the United States desires to take 


over Constantinople and administer it, 
thus by means of an army and a navy 
effectively blockiug the/ Turk out »%i 
ms.rope, why it 1s probable that bu- 
rope, which offered us the joh at 
Furis, would consent that we take it 
row.

Great Britajn 
supports Greek claims to Thrace and 
to Smyrna and a portion of Asia 
Minor, but declines to support French 
elaims on the Rhine, Polish claims 
in Danzig and Vilna or Italian claims 
in the Adiatic.

see on the surface has little real re- 
lation to the real struggle which is 
going on underneath. But at Paris 
and since Paris, 4 mericans’ and even 
the American government have been 
led to act on the assumption that 
what was seen was real. Thus it is 
easy to become excited over the moral 
issues involved or apparently involved 
in the return of the Turk. But if 
you analyze the case, you perceive 
that those who are now invoking the 
moral issue, namely the British, are 
precisely the same le who .backed 
the Turk all through the last century 

It is not because of any mora! is- 
sue that the French are backing the 
Poles or that the British have backed 
the Greeks. It is not because of any 
enthusiasm for justice that the Ital- 
ians, while they deny the Greeks the 
chance to liberate the Hellenic popula- 
tion in northern Epirus, fill the world 
with the wrongs vest the Montene- 
grins by the Serbs. hen you see a 
big nation in Europe today backing 
a smaller one, you do not analyze the 
merits of the smaller nation’s claims 
but you try to find out how the small- 
er nation serves the larger. 


Poland Ally 


For French. 

Poland is valuable to France be- 
cause it gives France an ally on the 
east, in case of another German war. 
Montenegro is useful to Italy, because 
it gives the Italians a means of at- 
tacking the unity of tie Jugo-Slav 
state which menaces their Adriatic 
hopes. Greece was useful to Britain, 
because it provided an army for use 
aguinst the Turk and could take up 
land which might otherwise have 
fallen to the share of Italy, or of 
France. And Turkey is valuable to 
France and Italy, because Turkish 
control in Constantinoplé puts a spoke 
in British Near Hastern designs. 

At the Paris conference whenever 
any country wanted to prevent an- 


other from achieving some end, it ran 
to Mr. Wilson and provided him with 
a vast amount of evidence to prove 
that the ends of that other country 
did violence to one or more of the 
fourteen points. This did not indi- 
cate any enthusiasm for the fourteen 
points, but only a profound eagerness 
to head off a rival.

If one is going to understand the 
Near Hastern situation and the Turk- 
ish victory at all, one must see it not 
as an isolated fact, but in its rela- 


tion to all contemporary history 
When the Russian Reds approached 
Warsaw and threatened to destroy 
Poland, the British declined to send 
a ship or soldier and the British 
commisisoner of the league of na- 
tions at Danzig interfered to block 
the transport of war material to the 
hard-pressed Poles. Yet under the 
league of nations agreement Britain 
was bound to go to the support of the 
Poles. In the same fashion the rench 
and Italians withdrew their troops 
from the Asiatic shore of the Dar- 
danelles and left the British to face 
the Turks alone, although they were 
bound to support the British by the 
same commitment. 

And the league of nations, then in 
session, did nothing, because if there 
had been any attempt to act, the 
league would have been split into 
two camps, one British and the other 
anti-British, while whatever the 
league finally resolved would have 
been no more than an empty gesture, 
because the league has no army and 
no navy. . 

Britain backed the Greek against 
the Turk and the Turk, backed by 
the French and Italian, has beaten 
the Greek. The Greek phase of the 
Near Eastern question is now termi- 
nated, but the Near Eastern question 
has only entered a new phase. Now 
the battle will be between Briton, 
Frenchman and Italian to get or to 
retain the paramount influence with 
the Turk. Only a few years ago the 
Austrian backed the Serb against the 
Bulgarian because the Bulgarian was 
the soldier of Russia, but a few years 
later Serbia was the soldier of Rus- 
sia and the Bulgarian the ally of 
Austria, Briton fought the Crimean

She has, moreover, despite recent 
blunders, the tradition of a far abler 
The chances are, there- 
fore, that most of us wil] live to see 
British influence again supreme at 
Constantinople with the Turk still 
entrenched there. 

The alternative is a war hetween 
the British empire and the Moham- 
medan tribes from the Golden Horn 
to Hindustan, with Hgypt included 
for good measure. British surrender 
t» Turkish demands for occupation 
of Constantinople and western Thrace 
was the first indication of a determi- 
nation to avoid such a conflict. There 
will be other signs but there can 
hardly be a graver crisis than that 
which has just passed. 

In any event the fate which has 
overtaken Greece recalls vividly that 
which struck down first Serbia and 
then Rumania, when they took the 
2ussian side in the world war and 
later overwhelmed Bulgaria because 
she took the German side. As for 
the Thracian territory which now

Ready-to-Wear 


There has been a decided stimula- 
tion in skirt buying during the last 
month. The greater interest is be- 
ing shown by buyers of higher priced 
merchandise, it is reported. 


Although it was admitted in the! 


skirt trade at the opening of the sea- 
son that orders in most cases were 
placed on a basis conservative, the 
change for the better has come about. 

In the lower end merchandise it ap~ 
pears that lines have finally narrowed 
down to pleated and straight modele 
in novelty striped ‘eponge and pru- 
nella, and a few models in silk. 

These, it seems, are selling in sta- 
ple quantities to retail at popular 
prices with the exception of those 
who are cutting prices to get volume 
orders, 

At the better class houses, how- 
ever, there is a general feeling based 
on initial fall orders, that this sea- 
son will surpass in volume any fall 
season of the past. These houses are 
banking strong on the continuance in 
vogue of the short fur coat, the jacket 
blouses and the coatee effects, to 
stimulate the silk skirt and elaborate 
fabrics have been developed in drape, 
plain and circular models showing in- 
genious fabric treatments to meet this 
demand. At the same time it is ex- 
pected that there will be no decrease 
in the demand for the smart sports 
skirt from really smart women.

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Study and Play Period 
Should Be Things Apart 


“How long a period of time should my child give to each study?” 
This question was put to a teacher by an Atlanta woman, a president of a 
_ Parent-Teacher association. 

The teacher answered by allotting three-quarters of an hour to be 
Spent in learning a lesson. Should a chid fail to learn within that time, 
the fault lies in lack of application or failure to understand the subject, 
and in either case she is killing time. 

No lesson should require the-entire afternoon or evening for study, 
and if it does, there is something materially wrong with the method of 
Studying, or else the child is wrongly placed in school. 

A certain scholar spent four hours on her algebra lesson, and it 
greatly puzzled her mother, because she feared her daughter was. defi- 
cient, and not capable of grasping the subject. 

In a case like this a mother should, and did, confer with the teacher, 
and appealed to her to help find the reason thereof. As a result, this 
young girl was told to spend three-quarters of an hour on algebra with 
absolute concentration and application. The teacher had the lesson 


brought to her each diy, and soon smoothed out the puzzling features, | 


and taught that child how to study. 


“Trial of Fire’ 


Mothers should give time and thought to the understanding of the | 


school life of their children, and to see that school work is properly and 
carefully carried out. 
as regards amusements and relaxation. 

This time should not be interrupted by any duties whatsoever, for 
this playtime is as absolutely necessary to the child as is the study period. 
Every child should be allowed to claim it as his very own. 

It is the belief of those who have given careful thought and‘observa- 
tion to this Subject, that children would not be unhappy over their school 
work, ff they were allotted and assured a certain time for play. 

This would also raise the standard of school work, an 
would readily co-dOperate with teacher and mother if they realized work 
meant work and play meant play. - 

A teacher stands ready and willing to help the mother and to advise 
them as regards their children’s school life; and the same helpful spirit 
should prevail with student and parent. oe 

Mothers should never be too occupied with organization work and 
classes. It is perfectly fitting, however, for woman to have outside activi- 
ties, but if they have too many they cannot possibly be cognizant of what 
their children are doing in and out of school. Organization work should 
be so arranged as to not overlap, and the time of meeting should not last 


over one hour.
